WHEELER CALLS 
EDGE MEASURE 
WET PROPAGANDA 


Attorney Declares Sena- 
tor Is Asking Referen- 
dum With No Hope of 
Congress’ Consideration.

Washington, March 28.—A _ nation- 
wide referendum on prohibition modifi- 
cation such as is suggested in the reso- 
lution offered in the senate yesterday 
by Senator Edge, republican, of New 
Jersey, is “unauthorized, impractical, 
unprecedented and meaningless,” ac- 
cording to Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon league, in 
a statement issued tonight.

Edg hayé the country vote on 
a proposal to amend the Volstead act 
so as to legalize beverages with the 
maximum alcoholic content permitted 
under the 18th amendment, leaving 
the individual states free, however, to 
“legislate with respect to intoxicating 
liquor as each state may deem 
proper.” 
Seen as Propaganda. 

Such a proposal, Mr. Wheeler as- 
serts, is either “a yain attempt to 
wring booze from a bone dry consti- 
tution,” or it may ie and probably is, 
he continues, “merely intended for 
propaganda, without any hope that 
7 will seriously consider it.’” 

f the wets want a referendum,” 
he suggests, “let them nominate wet 
senators and congressmen as_ they 
have been doing the past six years 
With increasing numbers of defeats 
at each successive election.” 

Kven if congress has the right to 
authorize such a referendum, whic . 
he doubts, Mr. Wheeler asserts it cer 
tainly has no right to direct the gov- 
ernors of states to certify the results 
and if it can-order a referendum on 
prohibition it can sbift other of its 
constitutional duties by seeking sim- 
ilar advice from the voters before it 
acts on “the schedule in income tax 
laws, tariff rates, declaration of war, 
regulation: of commerce, vr building 
postoffices,” he continues, 

; ‘Open to Attack. 

The local option constitutional 
amendment proposed by § NSenator 
Bruce, democrat, of Maryland, and 
which the senate judiciary committee 
will consider during its forthcoming 
hearings on several modification 
measures, is equally open to attack, 
Mr. Wheeler asserts in the statement. 

“It repeals the state prohibition 
laws in which states have prohibition 
in their constitutions and in those 
states, if such prohibition should ever 
be repealed, it could never be adopted 
again. In other states the federal 
government would have exclusive con- 
trol to make and sell liquor but not 
to restrict it unreasonably.”

Great Drive Results in 
Destroying Thirty-Two 
Stills, but Others 
Spring Up. 


CORN WHISKY 
MOST PLENTIFUL 


At Least Twenty Crews 
of Agents Would Be 
Needed To Watch Roads, 
Say Officials.

Washington, March 28.—- While 
wets and drys labor day and night 
preparing for the wine and beer hear- 
ings before the senate judiciary com- 
mittee next week, the nation’s capi- 
tal continues to consume gin and 
whisky at a startling rate. 

Local enforcement officers have an- 
nounced that Washington's supply of 
whisky has béen reduced by 1,190,400 
quarts in the last month without 
greatly disturbing the illegal traffic. 
If this liquor were distributed equal- 
ly among the inhabitants, including 
congressmen and government officials, 
it has been pointed out, each person 
would receive a little more than two 
quarts. 

The greatest drive against Washing- 
ton’s liquor source since passage of 
the Volstead law resulted in the cap 
ture during a month of 32 stills with 
a capacity of 100 gallons a day each, 
according to estimates of prohibition 
officials. Assuming that these stills 
operated for thrée months, which 
agents say is the average life of a 
still, they “might have produced 
1,190,400 quarts of whisky. 

“But the stills spring up again just 
about as fast as they are destroyed,” 
dry agents complain. 

Only a few moonshiners were tak- 
en by officers during these raids. 
Moonshiners, it was said, were the 
most illusive class of prohibition of- 
fenders and usually started operating 
a new plant when the old were de- 
stroyed. 
whisky, officials. cantend, con-_ 
stitntes about 75 per cent of the. 
liquor consumed in Washington. The 
remaining 25 per cent is made up 
of gin, alleged Scotch whisky and a 
little “red stuff.” 

The moonshine is manufactured 


principally in southern Maryland and 
transported to Washington in auto- 
mobiles, capable of outdistancing en- 
forcement officers in cheaper ma- 
chines. 

Captain Guy FE. Burlingame, in 
charge of the “flying squadron”. which 
attempts to patrol the roads against 
these rum-runners, has announced 
that to guard the city aghinst impor- 
tation of moonshine whisky would 
require at least 20 crews of police- 
men and prohibition officers and as 
many fast automobiles. 

“There are 8O roads leading into 
this city,” Burlingame said. “Not 
all of these roads are being used by 
the liquor men, but more of them 
are used than we can watch. What 
we neéd is more men, more machines 
and good drivers. If we had these, I 
think we could just about dry up this 
city.’

“Black eat stew” is sometimes fed to 


a Cleveland college, investigation by 
Dr. L. J, Dunn, of the Humane So- 
ciety, revealed today. 

Dr. Dunn was trying to trace down 
rumored cruelty to cats on the part 


of students, which came to his atten- 
tion following the discovery in an 
abaadoned house in the eastern sec- 
tion of the city of a dead black cat 
which appeared to have been skinned 
alive. ‘ 

Representatives of fraternities, 
some of which were reported to use 
cats in their ceremonies, were unable 
to confirm a communication he had 
received. This was to the effect that 
a student organization demands of 
each group of freshmen initiates to 
bring a cat, and one of them to Kill it 
with a hatchet or ax. 

Several students, however, had 
heard of a “stunt” in which the can- 
didate is told: “Get a black cat and 
bring it here at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
night. - 


There follows a search of alleys and 
dumps for any cat that will permit 


itself to be caught. It can be painted 
black, under protest, 

At 10 o'clock the candidate appears 
with his cat. “Very well,” he is told, 
“such cruelty (for either capturing or 
painting the creature) shall reap its 
own reward, You shall eat this cat 
stewed.” 

The cat is taken from him, and he 
is shut in a dark room, “to meditate 
and repent.” The cat is released. A 
rabbit, bought at market, is stewed 
instead and served to the trembling 
freshman. 

If he resists, he is coerced into 
yielding. If he ‘still refuses, he is re- 
turned to the , dungeon” to “bend that 
eteed — 

} Ba ae frequently eating the stew 
= uces nausea, through the psycho- 
logical effects of the thought that he 
is eating the flesh of the cat.

pretender to the throne of France, 
died of pneumonia today at his villa 
here. He had been ill only a few 
ge His sister, former Queen Ame- 
lie, of Portugal, was at the bedside, 


Other sisters of the duke, Princess 
Isabelle and Princess Helen, Duchess 
of Aoste, will reach here tomorrow, 
and his uncle, the Duke of Guise, on 
Tuesday 

The Duke of Orleans arrived here 
March 13 on one of his frequent visits 
and intended to remain for a time at 
his villa, which he inherited. 


The Duke of Orl 
of the two pretende 
throne, was the great-grandson of the 
last King of France, uis Philippe, 
and son of the late Comte De Paris. 
He was born in Twickenham, Eng- 
land, in 1869. In 1896 he married 
the Archduchess Maria Dorothea 
Amelia, of Austria, a distant relative 
of Emperor Francis Joseph.

Investigation Planned. 

State department officials have had 
no information relative to the conces- 
sion. High officials of the depart- 
ment declined to comment but indi- 
cated that they would lose no time 
in leaming the exact situation. They 
were fully cognizant that reports of 
Japanese invasions of Lower Cali- 
fornia have threatened difficulties in 
the past and that the granting of the 
concession as just announced might 
easily shatter the plans of the ad-

Information as to the concession 
also was lacking at the Mexican em- 
bassy. Senor Antonio Castro-Leal,
